SAN FRANCISCO — The great 
bridge across the Golden Gate, a 
533,000.000 engineering marvel with 
the 
greatest 
single 
span 
in 
the 
world, is acquiring a grim secondary 
reputation—that of a suicide bridge. 
Since the bridge opened in 1937 
there have been 23 known leaps 
to oblivion. 
The state highway pa­ 
trol estimates that there have been 
at least as many more which went 
undetected. 
The famous Colorado street bridge 
at Pasadena, Calif., counted 79 sui­ 
cides before a protective fence was 
in 1937.

An Fditor Died There 
Suicides during the brief career 
< i !he Golden Gate ridge have in­ 
cluded those of a wealthy news­ 
paper editor, a woman globe trot­ 
ter, a prominent educator and a 
retired, army colonel. 
Automobiles are not allowed to 
stop on the mile-long span even for 
sightseeing 
Not 
infrequently

parked car has attracted patrolmen 
who either by persuasion or quick 
physical action could prevent the 
leap. 
Pedestrians are allowed on the 
bridge, and on week-ends are num­ 
erous. 
This handicaps safety ef­ 
forts. since the walk is'guarded only 
by a waist-high railing. 
On many 
days heavy fog shrouds the bridge. 
One woman declined to pay her 
pedestrian toll of five cents on the 
ground that she was not going clear

'y R E E S and shrubs dropping their 
leave* in the winter are called 
dormant and are in the deciduous 
classification. 
Plants of this type 
should be transplanted only dur­ 
ing the time they are bare of fol­ 
iage. 
To transplant dormant trees and 
shrubs, it is not necessary to move 
a large ball of dirt with the plant, 
but a few- simple rules can be fol­ 
lowed 
ith excellent results First 
dig the plant leaving as many 
roots a* possible, then be very 
careful that they are kept moist 
until 
replanting. 
Remember 
it 
takes only 20 minutes exposure to 
damage bare roots. 
To plant a 
dormant shrub, dig a hole of suffi­ 
cient size to spread the roots care­ 
fully in as near the same position 
as before digging. 
Press the soil 
in firmly and 
water the plant 
thoroughly. 
It is not necessary to 
keep the plant muddy but moist. 
Leafing will not start until spring 
Shrubs of this group are crepe 
myrtle, althea. rosebushes. 
Trees 
loosing their leaves are ash. china- 
berry. mesquite. retama, willow, 
mulberry and tallow etc. 
The months of dormancy varies 
according to the temperature All 
of the above become dormant here, 
with the exception of the rose­ 
bush of which is listed because 
the dormant rose bush is so well 
known, being shipped in from East 
Texas. 
Their rare in planting is 
especially important for good re­ 
sults.

Milton West’s Farm 
Being Terraced 


EDINBURG — A m ajor contour 
terracing demonstration has been 
launched on a 150-acre section of 
the 700-acre ranch owned by Milton 
West in western Hidalgo county, 
J 
A. Oswalt. Hidalgo farm agent, 
said Saturday. 
Principal purpose of the work will 
be to show that such terracing on 
brush land will not only conserve 
rainfall but in time will result in 
the resod ding to grass of much pas­ 
ture land now bare, Oswalt said. 
Eighteen contour lines 500 yards 
in length each, and eight lines 600 
y ards long, have already been run. 
A 
caterpillar tractor and grader 
owned by the county is being used 
under the direction of County Com­ 
missioner W. H. Douglass. The work 
is in the nature of an experiment 
but is more a demonstration, Os­ 
walt said, since earlier experiments 
have proved that the system will 
succeed. 
Thousands of acres of brush land 
in the county, the agent declared, 
could profitably undergo such im­ 
provements. 
The 
West 
ranch, 
located 
four 
miles north of the big red La Joya 
school on the highway in western 
Hidalgo, 
has considerable 
rolling 
land, some of it with a grade of s« 
much as four per cent. The new 
contours are being graded up with 
a 12-foot base and are 24 inches 
high. 
Farmers or ranchers interested 
in the West ranch work mav see 
it. Oswalt said, by turning off the 
main highway at a cattle guard 
about a quarter of a mile west of 
the school house and driving straight 
north about four miles. 
One other terracing demonstra­ 
tion of a major nature has already 
been completed in the county. This 
is on the Henry Goedrich farm in 
the McCook district north of Mis­ 
sion. The big field not only has its 
terraces up but its rows as well, 
ard much of the recent moisture 
which fell there has been con­ 
served. 
Oswalt estimated that, because of 
the contour of the ranch land on 
the West project, not more than 10 
per cent of a recent five-inch rain 
in that area was actually conserved 
on the land and soaked into th 
soil. 
West has agreed to keen his cat­ 
tle off the demonstration tract for 
a year's time, thus giving the grass 
roots sufficient time in which to 
re-sod the land. After that, the ter­ 
races will continue to 
conserve 
moisture and keep the tract in good 
pasture condition.

most cases involving bogus 
checks written on an out-of-state 
bank, a teller from the bank must 
testify in the case to establish the 
state's evidence as to fraud. Thus 
m any prosecutions are halted when 
it is impossible to convince the bank, 
official of the necessity of his at­ 
tendance. especially in view* of the 
fact that he would have to bear his 
own expenses of transportation to 
the trial.

HARLINGEN—Draft boards in all 


probability will not receive credit 
until next year for men already 
in the National Guard and other 
branches of the service when the 
selective service act was passed, 
it was learned here this week. 


Various communities are to re- 


ceive credit lor enlistments in va- 
rious branches of the service prior 
to passage of the compulsory train- 
ing law but information received 
here indicates that a long time will 
be required because the War De- 
partment is preparing to take the 
count by individual questionnaires 
of all men in the armed forces. 
This will enable officials to determ- 
ine the exact number from each 
county and in what draft board 
area they resided prior to volun- 
teering.

By population, Texas has been

Texas' first call ol 1,573 was based 


entirely upon the proportional num- 
ber of registrants in each local 
board area since the credits for 
volunteers .was not available by 
counties.

technique for brain surgery de- 
veloped here is credited by Dr. 
Rupert B. Raney with reducing 
the time of operations and the 
number of cases requiring blood 
transfusions. 
Speaking 
before 
the annual 


meeting of the Los Angeles Sur- 
gical Society, Dr. Raney said brain 
tumor removals formerly requir- 
ing four to five hours could be 


completed now in 50 minutes to 
an hour and one-half. He added: 


"Under the former method it 


was advisable to give blood trans- 
fusions in approximately nine out 
of ten cases, whereas now trans- 
fusions are indicated in only about 
one in five."

small spring steel clips for hold- 
ing the edges of the scalp after 
incision, instead of forceps, he 
explained.

Short Cut To Liquid 


Gas Is Developed 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.—0*P>—A Yale 


University scientist has developed 
a machine which he s?id would ma- 
terially shorten the time and cost of 
making liquid helium, available in 
large quantities for experiments in 
the conductivity of metals. 


Cecil T. Lane, assis:ant professor 


of physics, said that the increased 
supply of tlie liquid gas would also 
aid in studying its properties. 


He explained that li it were pos- 


sible to produce an alloy super- 
conductive at ordinary temperatures, 
electrical power could be transport- 
ed great distances with no waste. 


Lane's machine, which he named 


after Peter Kapitza. the celebrated 
Russian physicist who invented it, 
cost $5.000. took three years to build 
and turns out a quart of liquid hel- 
ium in two hours at a cost of $5 
whereas heretofore the same amount 
cost $50 and required 24 hours to 
produce. 
- 
The apparatus has eliminated th« 


necessity of using hydrogen, a high- 
ly explosive element.

Golden Gate Bridge Is Tarnished 


By More Than A Score Of Suicides 


LONG-STAPLE 
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COTTON SEEN Renewal Of Old Contracts

SAN FRANCISCO — The great 


bridge across the Golden Gate, .a 
533,000,000 engineering irarvel with 
the greatest jingle span in the 
world, is acquiring a grim secondary 
reputation—that of a suicide bridge. 


Since the bridge opened in 1937 


there have been 23 known leaps 
to oblivion. The state highway pa- 
trol estimates that there have been 
at least as many more which went 
undetected. 
The famous Colorado street bridge 


at Pasadena, Calif., counted "9 sui- 
cides before a protective fence was 
erected in 1937. Since then only 
three persons have been able to 
make the plunge. 


An Editor Died There

DORMANT PLANTS 


By GEORGE H. FLETCHER, Jr. 


rpREES and shrubs dropping their 


leaves in the winter are called 


dormant and are in the deciduous 
classification. Plants of this type 
should be transplanted only dur- 
ing the time they are bare of fol- 
iage. 
To transplant dormant trees and 


shrubs, it. is not necessary to move 
a large ball of dirt with the pUmt, 
but a few simple rules can be fol- 
lowed 
ith excellent results. First 


dig the plant leaving as many 
roots as possible, then be very 
careful that they are kept moist 
until 
replanting, 
Remember it 


takes only 20 minutes exposure to 
damage bare rools. 
To plant R 


dormant shrub, dig a hole of suffi- 
cient size to spread the roots care- 
fully in ar- near the same position 
as before digging. Press the soil 
in firmly and water the plant 
thoroughly. It is not necessary to 
keep the plant muddy but moist. 
Leafing will not start until spring. 


Shrubs of. this group are crepe 


myrtle, althen. rosebushes. Trees 
loosing their leaves are ash. china- 
berry, mesquite. retama, willow, 
mulberry and tallow etc, 


The months of dormancy varies 


according to the temperature. All 
of the above become dormant here, 
with the exception of the rose- 
bush of which is listed because 
the dormant rose bush is so well 
known, being shipped in from East 
Texas. Their care in planting is 
especially important for good re- 
sults.

district by the legislature in 1909.

of San Benito. a Cameron county 
commissioner at the time, proposed 
a highway from the Valley to La- 
redo and thence to San Antonio, 
with the idea of attracting more 
tourists to scenic South Texas.

president, and D. E. Colp of Ssn 
Antonio, secretary, of the Texas 
Good Roads Association helped Val- 
ley interests organize the Diamond 
Loop

Graham employed V. L. Conrad. 
Brownsville engineer, to make the 
first survey of the Kenedy county 
section of the Diamond Loop. That 
was in 1915, six years before Wil- 
lacy county was organized.

Kenedy,' a seaman from New Or- 
leans, formed a partnership in the 
river steamer Carvette and oper 
atcd a transport service on the Eio 
Grande River from its mouth to 
Rio Grande City—a hundred-mile 
trip, requiring three days up and 
one day down stream. 


But though they had the contract 


to haul supplies for the American 
army, the war with Mexico was 
short lived. 
Business being dull 


the young men had time to explore 
inland -and dream dreams of pos- 
sessing large tracts of land ana of 
owning many cattle. 
They began 


to buy land paying from 1 cent to 
» cents per acre fur it. 
They Made Fortunes 


In 1861 and for the four years' 


duration of the Civil War. King and 
Kenedy went back to their little 
stern wheeler and did big business 
resulting in considerable wealth for 
them, on which they were able to 
retire from active river duty. On 
returning to 
their 
estates, they 


found them overrun with longhorns. 
They ear-marked them and spent 
their days trying to protect their 
£reat herds from cattle rustlers.

Captain Kenedy realized that pos- 
sibilities in this for himself and his 
partner, King.

King Wanted Land 


But King thought it would be « j 


much better idea to buy a mile- 
wide strip of land running 900 miles j 
from Nueces River to Kansas and i 
continue sending cattle over the | 
trail, and to make sure that they I 
would have sufficient cattle to send j 
over the trail, he wanted the ac- 
tual ownership of about thirty mil- 
lion acres. 


So not being able to agree on how 


best to spend their wealth they 
good naturedly dissolved partner- 
ship.

the state as he could acquire for 
pasture land. 


Now Kenedy loved privacy bet- 


ter than anything and as a parting 
request he exacted from King, who 
planned to own all the land lor 
miles around on three sides of him. 
a promise that he would never, 
never allow a public road through 
the Kenedy estate. 


That was about 1868, King agreed, 


and an imaginary wall was raised 
around 1.300 square miles of land 
that was as impenetrable as a stone 
wall and iron bars, though to all 
appearance it was still open range. 
Many years later a barbed wire 
fence was built around the ranch, 
which has an area larger than that 
of the state of Rhode Island. 


Guarantee Respected 


Captain King's guarantee that no 


highway should ever run through 
Kenedy's land has been respected 
by 
his 
heirs. 
Individuals have 


raised their voices in protest; small 
groups of prominent Valley citi 
zens have done all within their 
power; and it has taken the com- 
bined effort of a large number of 
earnest people working lor this 
ijreat cause many years to see the 
results of their labor. 


Many stories have been told— 


some true, some false, but all in- 
teresting^of the 
difficulties 
en- 


countered in getting a road through 
the walled kingdom. Old timers 
can regale their listeners with some 
amazing tales, but with twinkling 
eyes now that the struggle is a 
thing of the past. 


As early as 1913 a road through 


Kenedy county was dreamed of 
and planned for when a route was 
laid out on paper and and an as- 
sociation 
formed to promote it 


known as the Diamond Loop High- 
way 
Association, 
The 
diamond 


route was formed by a road up 
the Valley to Rio Grande City, 
along the river to Laredo, thence 
to San Antonio, en to Corpus Christi 
and back to the Valley following 
the Missouri Pacific through the 
walled kingdom. 


An emblem—diamond-shaped, in 


blue and white—was made to ad- 
vertise the Valley as an outlet and 
nlet to tourists. Owners who have 
kept these, will proudly display 
them on their cars in the parade 
on December 17. 


In 1920 the Hug-the-Coast High- 


way Association was organized and 


renewed 
and 
continuous 
efforts 


were set in motion. 


When the county was organized 


in 1921 a road election was called. 
It was estimated that about 94 per 
cent of the population favored it 
and ultimate victory seemed easy. 
But when morning dawned, it is 
said, that mysterious hands had de- 
livered handbills everywhere ad- 
vising the voting against such 
B 


proposal. 


The Willacy County Road com- 


mittee was formed and at a later 
election the 
opposition 
was de- 


feated. 


With representatives of the road 


association went before the legis- 
lature to get a road through Ken- 
edy county, however, the proposed 
measure was tied up in committee 
and killed season after season for 
nearly 20 years. 


$85,000 was raised and a road 


built through Willacy county to 
the fence line of the ranch on the 
south side. 
But though a beau- 


tiful highway ran to the very south- 
most line of the ranch, and one. 
equally as beautiful, ran to the 
northmost line, it seemed as though 
never the twain would meet because 
of the invisible wall of promise sur- 
rounding the kingdom. 


Finally the ranch owners agreed 


to give the right of way if the state 
would appropriate funds for the 
road; but the funds could not be 
assured until the right of way was 
granted—and so, for a time, each 
waited for the other to move first, 


But eventually public sentiment 


prevailed and the contract was let 
for the north end to Sarita. 
All 


went well for a time, then work 
came to a sudden standstill, so the 
story goes. On investigation, engi- 
neers had come to a dry stream 
bed. According to Washington, this 
was a navigable stream. 
To cross 


it required the building of a draw 
bridge. 
According to old Wilacy 


county residents, there wasn't suf- 
ficient water to float a duck ex- 
cepting after a flood. 
The deed to the last portion of 


the right of way was given May. 
1935, but will not be relinquished 
until December 17, 1940. 


On December 17 the barbed wire

After the road grade was »stab- 


lished, a six-inch layer of the na- I miles: of road was laid. After cur- 
tive clay was deposited along the 
right of way. This was exposed to 
the elements and slight travel for 
a minimum of eight months. During 
the time elapsed the clay packed 
hard enough to hold the finished 
highway. 


Then, using the same type of 


clay and the new special equipment, 
a soil-cement mix of six per cent 
cement, 15 per cent moisture, and 
the balance soil basis was spread 
along the road bed to a depth of 
15 inciies. This was rolled and com- 
pressed and concentrated until the 
rollers no longer could make an irn- 
prcsison on the surface. 


A maintaincr followed the rollers 


to keep the grade, following speci- 
fications that called for the com- 
pressed mix to be six inches deep 
in the center and eight inches deep 
on the sides, and exagseralod crown 
on the roadbed being under Hie mi:;, 
so that these specifications brought 
about a normal crown. 


Sets For 28 Days 


Following application of hot oil, 


the road was allowed to set a mini- 
mum of 18 days, after which double 
asphalt 
surface 
treatment 
was 


given. 


This new type nt highway was 


thoroughly tested by the highway 
department before it was used in 
construction of the Kcnedy county 
load. 


Some time ago a stretch of high- 


way was constructed similar to the 
Kenedy project. Two and one-half 


ng and topping, a number of state 
trucks loaded 
to capacity were 


driven over the surface. 
Back and 


forth, up and down, day after day, 
this Ri'uvling punishment was given 
to the pavement. 


The test was kept up for three 


weeks, at the rale of hundreds of 
loads per day. But the new sur- 
face easily survived the test. 


According to M. M. Jester, Hel- 


denfel's superintendent on the job. 
a block of this processed material 
can be immersed in water for an 
indefinite period of time, and there 
will be no sign of deterioration. A 
piece of the soaked material car. 
be rubbed in the hands without 
leaving any marks or smudges. 


Shoulders Are Problem 


Road shoulders could have pres- 


ented a problem to motorists, but 
this has been solved too. Drivers 
need not worry about their cars 
sinking axle deep in the fine white 
sands if they observe the safety 
markings along the shoulders. 


The native clay has been used in 


making shoulders for this new type 
highway. 
Rolled and cross rolled 


and graded, these shoulders extend 
out eight feet from the pavement 
edge, 
Motorists are urged, how- 


ever, not to run their cars out on 
the shoulders except enough to 
clear the highway. The safety line, 
or c!ay shoulder edge is clearly 
marked all along the highway, with 
posts set every 1.000 feet, clearly 
visible and plainly marked.

The full measure'of German as- 


sistance to her partner cannot be 
ascertained because of lack of cur- 
rent trade statistics, he said, but the 
"fundamental character and scope" 
If 
disclosed in a review of their 


economic relations appearing in a 
German publication which is re- 
garded as representing Nazi eco- 
nomic theories and policies, 


Dnmerat/ky said that while the 


article was intended to show Italy's 
growing economic 
strength, that 


purpose was "definitely overshad-

Short Cut To Liquid 


Gas Is Developed 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.—(JP)—A Yale 


University scientist has developed 
a machine which he said would ma- 
terially shorten the time and cost of 
making liquid helium, available in 
large quantities for experiments in 
the conductivity of metals. 


Cecil T.- Lane, assistant professor 


of physics, said that the increased 
supply of the liquid gas would also 
aid in studying its properties. 


He explained that if it were pos- 


sible to produce ar; alloy super- 
conductive at ordinary temperatures, 
electrical power could be transport- 
ed great distances with no waste. 


Lane's machine, which he named 


after Peter Kapiuw, the celebrated 
Russian physicist who invented it, 
cost $5,000, took three years to build 
and turns out a quart of liquid hel- 
ium in two hours at » cost of $5 
whereas heretofore the same amount 
cost S50 and required 24 hours to 
produce. 
The apparatus has eliminated th» 


necessity of using hydrogen, a high- 
ly explosive element.

uridge across the Golden Gate, » 
$33,000,000 engineering marvel with 
the greatest single »pan in- the 
world, is acquiring a grim secondary 
reputation—that of a suicide bridge. 


Since the bridge opened in 1937 


there have been 23 known leaps 
to oblivion. The state highway pa- 
trcl estimates that there have been 
at least as many more which went 
undetected. 
The famous Colorado street bridge 


at Pasadena, Calif., counted 79 sui- 
cides before a protective fence was 
erected in 1937. Since then only 
three persons have been able to 
make the plunge. 


An Editor Died There 


Suicides during the brief career 


ol ihc Golden Gate ridge have in- 
cluded those of a wealthy news- 
paper editor, a woman globe trot- 
ter, a prominent educator and a 
retired army colonel.

Plants of this type 
should be transplanted only dur- 
ing the time they are bare of fol- 
iage. 
To transplant dormant trees ana 


shrubs, it is not necessary to move 
» large ball of dirt with the plant, 
but A few simple rules can be fol- 
lowed • ith excellent results. First 
dig the plant leaving as many 
roots 
RX possible, then be very 


careful that they are kept moist 
until replantine. 
Remember it 


takes only 20 minutes exposure to 
damag<> bare roots. 
To plant » 


dormant shrub, dig a hole of suffi- 
cient size to spread the roots care- 
fully in ss near the same position 
as before digging. Press the soil 
in firmly and water the plant 
thoroughly. It is not necessary'to 
keep the plant muddy but moist. 
Leafing will not start until spring. 


Shrubs of this group are crepe 


myrtle, nithca. rosebushes. Trees 
loosing their leaves are ash, china- 
berry, mcsquite, rctama. willow, 
mulberry and tallow etc. 


The months of dormancy varies 


according to the temperature. All 
of the above become dormant here, 
with the exception of the rose- 
bush of which lj listed because 
the dormant rose bush is so well 
known, being shipped in from East 
Texas.

the State Highway Department, slat- 
ed that they were trying them out 
on this section of the road for the 
sole purpose of guarding the cars 
from parking too far out in the soft 
sand which makes up the shoulders 
of the road along most of the stretch. 
One not knowing how treacherous 
this loose sand is, could very easily 
drive too far out and before they 
know it would be mired down. 


A person will unconsciously spin 


their wheels in this soft gand when 
starting their car, and the result is 
they immediately sink to the axle, 
and they are In for a bad time. It LE 
always safest in driving off the 
pavement to stay within this mark- 
ed limit and above all, start off slow- 
ly and carefully especially if a lit- 
tle too far out.

"Joshua lit the battle of Jericho,

So goes the old Nepro spiritual. 
Unlike the Bible story, however, 
where Joshua and his small band 
of men marched around the walls 
of Jericho and blew their horns 
and shouted once each day for 
seven days and the walls came 
tumblln1 down—Willacy county citi- 
zens have been driving around the 
Walled 
Kingdom 
shoutinj? 
their 


heads off for 24 years and the walls 
Just didn't crumble. 


Road Now Open" 


But they're at It again, shouting 


this time with victory through the 
presn, radio, cachets and chambers 
of commerce, because on December 
17 1940, after 27 years o£ pUmninR. 
a direct way out of the Valley to 
points north, a way has been pro- 
vided: the last vestise of the wall 
is crumbling down—the sisn rend- 
ing "This road is covered with tar 
filled with tacks to puncture your 
tirei" has been removed and only 
the 
telegraph poles serving for 


fence posts to support the barbed 
wire and the gate with lock and 
heavy chain remains, and this will 
be removed when the great caval- 
tade. including men of the press, 
photographers, distinguished state 
and national lenders :md citizens 
all along the route will drive vic- 
toriously over the mud—open for 
•11 time to the public. 


The story dales back to 1846 when 


two young men, Richisrcl King, » 
young -ship's captain and 
Mifflin 


Kenedy. a seaman from New Or- 
leans, 'formed a partnership in the 
river steamer Carvelte nnd oper- 
ated a transport service on the P,io 
Grande River from its mouth to 
Rio Grande City—a hundred-mile 
trip, requiring three days up and 
one day down stream. 


But though they hud the contract 


to haul supplies for the American 
army, the war wilh Mexico was 
ihort lived. 
Business being dull 


the young men had time to explore 
Inland and dream dreams of pos- 
lessing large tracts of land and of 
owning many cattle. They began 
to buy land paying from 1 cent to 
8 cents per acre fur it. 


They Mad* Fortunes 


In 18B1 and for the four years' 


duration of the Civil War, King and 
Kenedy went back to their little 
stern wheeler and did big business 
resulting in considerable wealth for 
them, on which they were able to 
retire from active river duty. On 
returning to 
thrir 
estates, they 


f'lUnd them overrun with longhorns, 
They ear-marked them and spent 
their days trying to protect their 
jtreat herds from cattle rustlers. 


About 1866 Jesse C h i s h o 1 m 


achieved the impossible by driving 
a herd of cattle from San Antonio 
to Abilene, Kansas. Immediately 
Captain Konedy realized that pos- 
•ibilitie» in this for himself and his 
partner, King. They tried it with 
a 
few thousand, and it worked. 


Within « short time they had made 
much money and could not agree on 
how to spend it, 


Kenedy dreamed of the coming of 


the railroad nnd the shipping of cat- 
tle by rail—cnttle with short horns, 
a new eattle. a reality of his own 
experimenting. He was so sure of 
the luccess of such an undertaking 
that he was willing to invest his 
•wealth in and also that 
of 
his 


partner's.King Wanted Land 


But King thought it would be s 


much better idea to buy » mile- 
wide strip of land running 900 miles 
from Nueccs River to Kansas and 
continue sending cattle over the 
trail, and to make sure that they 
would have sufficient cattle to send 
over the trail, he wanted the ac- 
tual ownership of about thirty mil- 
lion acres. 
So not being able to agree on how 


best to spend their wealth they 
eood naturecUy dissolved partner- 
ship.

request he exacted from King, who 
planned to own all the land for 
miles around on three sides of him, 
a promise that he would never, 
never allow a public road through 
the Kenedy estate. 


That was about 1888. King agreed, 


and an imaginary wall was raised 
around 1.300 square miles of land 
that was as impenetrable as a stone 
wall and iron bars, though to all 
appearance it was still open range. 
Many years later a barbed wire 
fence was built around the ranch, 
which has an area larger than that 
of the state of Rhode Island. 


Guarantee Respected 


Captain King's guarantee that no 


highway should ever run through 
Kenedy's land has been respected 
by 
his 
heirs. 
Individuals have 


raised ihcir voices in protest; small 
groups of prominent Valley citi- 
zens have done all within their 
power; and it has taken the com- 
bined effort of a large number of 
earnest people working for 
this 


great cause many years to see the 
results of their labor. 


Many stories have been told— 


some true, some false, but all in- 
teresting—of

difficulties

countered in getting a road through 
the walled kingdom. Oid timers 
can regale their listeners with some

As early as 1913 a road through 


Kenedy county was dreamed of 
and planned for when a route was 
laid out on paper and and an as- 
sociation 
formed 
to promote

known as the Diamond Loop High- 
way 
Association. The 
diamond 


route was formed by a road up 
the Valley to Rio Grande City, 
along the river to Laredo, thence 
to San Antonio, on to Corpus Christi 
and back to the Valley following 
the Missouri • Pacific through 
the 


walled kingdom. 
An emblem—diamond-shaped, in 


blue and white—was made to ad- 
vsrtise the Valley as an outlet and 
inlet to tourists. Owners who have 
kept these, will proudly display 
them on their cars in th* parade 
on December 17. 
In 1920 the Hug-the-Coast High- 


way Association was organized and 


renewed 
and 
continuous 
efforts 


were set in motion. 


When the county wa« organized 


in 1921 t road election was called. 
It wa. estimated that about 94 per 
cent of the population favored it 
and ultimate victory seemed easy. 
But when morning dawned, it >s 
said, that mysterious hands had de- 
livered handbills even-where ad- 
vising the voting against such a 
proposal. 


The Willacy County Road com- 


mittee was formed and at a later 
election the 
opposition 
was de- 


feated. 


With representatives of the road 


i association went before the legis- 
lature to get a road through Ken- 
edy county, however, the proposed 
measure was tied up in committee 
and killed season.after season tot 
nearly 20 years. 
$85 000 was raised and a roao 


built' through Willacy county to 
the fence line of the ranch on the 
south side. 
But though a beau- 


tiful highway ran to the very south- 
most line of the ranch, and one, 
equally as beautiful, ran to the 
northmost line, it seemed as though 
never the twain would meet because 
of the invisible wall of promise sur- 
rounding the kingdom. 


Finally the ranch owners agreed 


to give the right of way if the state 
would appropriate funds for the 
road- but the funds could not be 
assured until the right of way was 
granted—and so, for a time, each 
waited for the other to move first. 


But eventually public sentiment 


prevailed and the contract was let 
lor the north end to Sarita. All 
went well for a time, then work 
came to a sudden standstill, so the 
story eoes- On investigation, engi- 
neers had come to a dry stream 
bed. According to Washington, this 
was a jiavigable stream. To cross 
it required the building of a draw 
bridge.

"hot" check law, which look effect 
in September of 1939, prosecution 
of such cases has been simplified 
in Texas but is still a major pro- 
blem when residents or banks in 
other states are involved. 


There are two kinds of "hot" 


chocks, Hartley said. One is the 
misdemeanor type of case in which 
a check for less than $50 is involv- 
ed, the other a felony in which 
more than $50 is involved. The for- 
mer type of case is tried in county 
courts, the latter is district. Under 
the now Tc»as check law, the coun- 
ty court is now authorized lo sub- 
poena witnesses from other coun- 
ties. But the opposite is true in out- 
o£-state cases, where a witness can 
be asked to appear in court in this 
state but cannot be forced lo do so 
under any existing regulation. 


In most cases involving bogus 


checks written on an out-of-state 
bank, a teller from the bank must 
testify in the case to establish the 
state's evidence as to fraud. Thus 
many prosecutions are halted when 
it is impossible to convince the bank 
ollicial of the necassity of his at- 
tendance, especially in view of the 
fact that he would have lo bear hi; 
own expenses of transportation to 
the'trial.

in the talk on "America's Choice 
Today" given by Cswaldo Ramirez, 
representative of the Club Latinos 
del Valie and the South Mission 
Chamber of Commerce. American 
foreign policies "very with different. 
parts of ' the 
world 
because of 


strategic and economic factors con- 
cerned in our relations with the 
respective countries. With the fall 
of France, present day politics af- 


fected a decided change. Jie speaker 
showed, as the realization of the 
need for adequate national defense 
became apparent. As a result, the 
need for hemisphere defense was 
realized and American diplomats 
concentrated on building a stronger 
navy and stronger relations with 
other countries in the hemisphere. 
Two factors are to be considered, 
the speaker showed—the time fac- 
tor, which is against us and the 
distance factor which is in our favor.
